Surveyors (County Dublin) Bill. 



MEMORANDUM. 



The object of this Bill is to confer on the grand jury of the 
county of Dublin the power of appointing one surveyor with one 
or more assistants for the whole county instead of two surveyors 
without assistants. 

The grand jury of every other county in Ireland consisting of 
two divisions was given, by an Act of the year 1893, the power of 
appointing one district surveyor for both divisions, instead of one 
surveyor for each division ; and in all other counties, except the 
county of Dublin, the power has always existed of appointing 
assistants. 

A vacancy having arisen in the office of one of the two district 
surveyors of the county the proposal is now made to put the county 
of Dublin in the same position in this matter as all other counties. 

Care is taken by the third clause that the proposed change in the 
law shall not entail any increased expenditure.
